The new stamps will be of the 
same design as those currently in 
use, but the 4c has one vertical 
line and the other four denomina- 
tions two vertical lines of a barely 
visible phosphorescent substance. 
The material used has been care- 
fully examined by the Department of 
National Health and Welfare, the 
Industrial Health Division, and de- 
clared to be harmless. 

The equipment to be installed in 
Winnipeg is comprised of three basic 
parts—Segregator, Stacker and Fac- 
er-Canceler units. Mail is conveyed 
to the Segregator by the conveyor 
belt and mail that is not in letter 
form, including letters too thick or 
too large to go through the Auto- 
matic Cancelers, is first removed 
automatically. The remaining letters 
are then neatly stacked, but are not 
yet faced up.

Automatic Mail Processing In 
Canadian Plans; Set Of Five

A reliable source in Winnepeg, Canada has reported that Post Office 
officials there have instituted plans to install automatic mail handling 
equipment in that city around the middle of next year. It will be the 
first installation in North America of SEFACAN (Automatic Segregator, 


This particular facility will require the use of special ‘‘tagged”’ 
stamps to activate the machine, and these will be introduced in the 
Winnepeg area well ahead of the anticipated initial use of SEFECAN. 
Values of 1c, 2c, 3c, 4c, and 5c will be released there January 13.

Letters are then fed into the 
Facer-Canceler unit which scans 
each one in turn. As each letter 
passes the scanning portion of the 
machine, it is exposed to ultra-vio- 
let light rays. These ‘‘excite’’ the 
phosphorescent substance causing it 
to glow and enabling the machine 
to recognize the stamp and deter- 
mine its location on the envelope. 

Envelopes not the right way up 
are ‘turned over and all envelopes 
are aligned with the stamp in the 
upper right corner. The machine 
then cancels the stamps and stacks 
the letters face up in orderly fash- 
ion. 

It also separates those envelopes 
bearing a single 4c stamp for local 
delivery; letters with no stamps or 
with stamips in an improper loca-

need for such an organization. 


It has become the clearing house 
of HPO philatelic information. Due 
to current Post Office Department 
policy, the need for such an organi- 
zation is far greater today than ever 
before among those interested in 
HPO pbhilately. 

A team of specialists, working 
without compensation, maintains 
various services and departments 
for members of NHPOS including a 
monthly journal, cover service, ad- 
vance information service, mail auc- 
tions, cover sales, specialized publi- 
cations, cacheted envelopes, and also 
departments for new memberships, 
publicity, and other areas. 

The monthly journal, “HPO 
NOTES”’, provides information about 
forthcoming HPO news, and details 
about recent route changes with de- 
scriptions and illustrations of post- 
marks and cachets. 

Its ‘‘Swap Shop’”’ enables members 
to sell, purchase and exchange HPO 
materials. It contains valuations of 
HPO First Trip and Last Trip covers 
and other information. 

The society’s Cover Service is 
operated at cost. Members prepare 
a supply of covers and deposit them 
with the Cover Service manager. 
When information is received about 
a new HPO route, he services a pre- 
determined number of covers for 
each subscriber. 

This saves time, trouble and 
money for the individual collector 
and gives him some assurance that 
he will be able to obtain First Trip 
covers on new routes that are an- 
nounced on short notice. A separate 
cover service is operated on a sim- 
ilar basis for special HPO exhibition 
and fair covers. 

The Advance Notification Service 
complements the Cover Service and 
is operated without charge. This is

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Gangsters Could Destroy Stamp Collecting 


The following letter comes from Mr. Kurt John Weiss of Guatemala, 
a well known and reputable stamp collector of that country. What he 
speaks of in the letter is but a small part of the coming and proposed 
issues of Venezuela. This is but the forerunner of several of a similar 
nature which will have with them sets of 
postage and airmails along with souvenir 
sheets. 

This first is announced as being pinned to 
the Pope of Rome—whether with his sanc- 
tion and approval, we do not know—but 
we doubt if the Pope and Cardinal Spell- 
man would approve this souvenir sheet. We 
urge them to condemn it if it can not be 
stopped. 

Read the letter from Mr. Weiss and then 
we can comment further. 


“Dear Mr. 


“Permit me to say that I think that now 
I have seen everything with the enclosed 
report from Venezuela, that was published 
in the August 11 issue of the Philatelic Mag- 
azine (London). 

“In this small print news item we can 
see that VENEZUELA will issue amongst 
many other topicals 15,000 IMPERF MINIATURE SHEETS of 5 centa- 
vos (which makes the total value of all the 15,000 only U.S. $225.—at 
the official exchange of 1 Bolivar equals 30 cents of a U.S. dollar). 

“‘Now bad as such a thing is, how much worse is it when we find out 
what the miniature sheet is to commemorate. Nothing less than the 
appointment by His Holiness Pope John the XXIII OF THE FIRST 
VENEZUELAN CARDINAL. The issue of this miniature sheet will 
be much sought after by many Venezuelan philatelists and non-philate- 
lists, by Latin American stamp-collectors and last but not least by 
most of the topical specialists who form collections of Religion on Stamps. 

‘“‘What a strange way to act for the Postal Administration of the 
Republic of Venezuela. Because unless this souvenir sheet is sold ONE 
TO A CUSTOMER previous identification of the purchaser and entry 
of name aad address in a control book that will serve as record of the 
sales made, the Postal Administration and the Ministry under which 
it operates must be held fully responsible for the speculation that will 
results. 

“Should a so-called syndicate be formed by the wholesale purchasers 
the resulting profit above the face value will be from 10,000 to 30,000% 
above the face value which is less than 2 cents per souvenir sheet. 

“With such types of profit it won’t be very long until the world’s 
leading underworld operators will move into philately. What will happen 
to our hobby and how will it all end? 

“What will philatelists think about Venezuela and what would 
be the private thoughts of leading specialist, great and beloved spiri- 
tual leader, His Eminence Cardinal Spellman? 

“With what is happening today topical collectors will soon give 
up their specialty in complete disgust. There is still time to prevent 
that, but it needs such an important influential philatelic figure as you 
Mr. Linn to clearly show the way.

“PS: In Guatemala, leading philatelists acting as a group have just 
talked the Guatemala Post Office Department out of overprinting 4,000 
copies of Guatemala Scott C218 with a face value of U.S. $5 per stamp 
and in this way protect and preserve the good philatelic name of Guate- 
mala.—But how will we be able to fight the gangsters if and when 
they arrive here after touring South America? The time to act is NOW.” 


Mr. Weiss asks an awful lot of us to prevent the release of this 
souvenir sheet. If we were able by direct order to do so we would stop 
it without hesitation. A few years ago Panama proposed a series of 
stamps picturing the Popes from the beginning of their reign. Our 
paper attacked this proposal with all the power we could wield and we 
do believe we had a lot to do with blocking it. We as fully condemn 
this proposed item as it is a definite plan to milk collectors of thousands 
of dollars. The sheet as noted has a face value less than 2 cents in 
U. S. money. But 15,000 of them are to be made. As is the custom 
with such material it will doubtless be sold to some one induividual or 
to a group which may get together and pay a heavy price for the whole 
printing and then the collector will be bleg for all that can be had from 
him. 

As stated by Mr. Weiss, the sheets are of only 5 centavos face 
value. 100 centavos equals one Bolivar and the Venezuelan Bolivar is 
equal to 30c U.S. money. Can you. imagine these sheets of which only 
15,000 are to be printed, coming into the market at say 5c each which 
would be 150% over face value? No! Philatelic gangsterism will see to 
it that these sheets sell to collectors at perhaps several dollars each. 
Killings like this are made for the gangsters and they will profit to 
the fullest extent. If these were souvenir sheets with a face value of 
5 Bolivars instead of 5 centavos, then the gangsters would have to count 
on about $1.50 per sheet as cost and they would not be prepared to 
corner the lot at $22,500. But when it can be picked up at $225 with 
perhaps a couple thousand for the Venezuelan officials who engineered 
the deal, then the gangsters have a clear chance for a big killing. 

Mr. Weiss should not rely exclusively on us to stop this issue altho 
we would if we could. The place to start is to ask the American Stamp 
Dealers Assn. to take a hand. It is a known fact that with the advent 
of Topical collecting, there have been thousands of stamps issued as a 
direct appeal to its followers. A splendid example is the beautiful 
Bird and Animal set of Bechuanaland. This is just the beginning as far 
as the Crown Agents are concerned. Small quantities and high-valued 
sets are vicious rackets. Unless the brakes are put on the hobby could 
suffer great damage. Go to the men who should be the most interested 
in keeping it a clean hobby—the stamp dealers of the world. Unless they 
take action they are the ones who will suffer most. 

It is high time thaf the smart stamp dealers get together and 
devise some means of stopping the racket as completely as they can or 
the racket will destroy stamp collecting. 
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‘When last 
seen, was carrying his stamp album 
which was sadly neglected due to 
his parents’ tightness on allowance’.”

A number of cooperative and gen- 
erous readers have sent along clip- 
pings of an item in the Washing- 
ton Post of November 4. It has 
humor and vexation in its recitation 
of another perscn’s problems. 

It seems that a lady mailed a 
birthday card to her brother in 
Luxembourg by. airmail it being re- 
turned by the post office via her 
letter-carrier as underpaid. It had 
16c in stamps so she added another 
14¢c worth to make the double-rate 
of 30c. (Airmail to Luxembourg is 
15¢ per half ounce). 

In that extra 14c worth of stamps 
was one of the recent Dr. Sun Yat- 
sen commems. Right after mailing 
she got her letter back again, the 
postman informing her this time the 
Sun Yat-sen was a Chinese stamp 
and not usable for postage in the 
United States! 

This caused the lady to give up. 
She plans to greet her brother in 
person when she trips to that Euro- 


;pean country next year. 


Without doubt the mailman knows 
better by «ow, and is probably the 
subject of a lot of kidding from his 


the world’s governments from their 
embassies, and other official places 
of business. 





Some weeks ago there was a news 
item to the effect that the Canadian 
Post Office Department was refus- 
ing to cooperate with collectors in 
the application of what was stated 
was the longest post office name on 
the North American continent. It is 
“‘Cape Sable Island South Side, N.S.”’ 
the initials standing for Nova Scotia. 
Items such as this seem to attract 
people especially those who can ‘‘up 
the ante”’ a little. 

A number of readers have United 
States postmarks all of which equal 
or exceed the 26 letters contained 
by the above. 

As a starter there is ‘‘Flamingo, 
Everglades National Park, Fla.” 
which is applied via a handstamping 
device; a sample was mailed by 
Robert Kalish of Flushing, N. Y. 
There are 33 letters. 

I believe the next is a seasonal 
one although I won’t put any coin 
on the line to back that opinion. It 
is of 26 letters—‘‘Isle Royale Nation- 
al Park, Mich.’’ This island in Lake 
Superior is quite a summer resort 
and probably has some kind of all 
year population which would require 
a winter post office. I’ve gone by it 
via steamer in the summer but 
never stopped—or to put it better— 
the steamer never stopped! 

Of 28 letters is a well known tour- 
ist spot, ‘“‘Kings Canyon National 
Park, Calif.’’ 

Don’t try for the Canadian one— 














fellow employees. One slip such as 
this discounts to some extent the de- 
voted mail delivering thousands of | 
carriers perform daily. 

I can remember the rather rugged | 
time given to people who “‘tried’’ to | 
use the stamps cut from the CIPEX 
Souvenir Sheet of 1947, and the 
same in 1956 when the FIPEX sheet 
was released. The former’ bore 
replicas of the 5c and 10c 1847's; 
the latter slightly larger than nor- 
mal copies of the 3c and 8c Statue 
of Liberty design of the Liberty Se- 
ries for regular postage. 

Not only postal clerks, but post- 
masters and other postal officials 
refused mail franked with these 
items, especially if they were cut 
from the sheets. There was much 
fire and brimstone fall-out in the

Then a 
stamp for the ‘‘Century 21’’ Exposi- 
tion and Seattle next year is a must. 

Undoubtedly a commem is justi- 
fied for the United States’ partici- 
pation in the international battle 
against malaria. A number of other 
nations are going to produce such 
issues, This might even be the start 
of a sub-topic on biology, medicine 
|or whatever else you might want 
ito fit it in. 

The only two of the 1962 crop 
which are weak in my book are 
those for Charles E. Hughes, and 
the Homestead Act Anniversary, and 
they aren't the worst subjects ever 
chosen for honors.

The Minneapolis, Minn. & Des, 
Moines, Iowa HPO (203) route serves | 
the town of Hastings, Minn. This is | 
the county seat of Dakota County | 
which is situated at the confluence 
of the Vermilion and Mississippi 
Rivers. 

The first settler in those parts was 
Dr. Thomas Foster who arrived at 
what was known in those days as 
Olive Grove. On August 21, 1851 a 
treaty with the Sioux Indians was 
signed under which they sold the 
right to rove over a large tract of 


an Z 








territory embracing this region. 

Foster was accompanied to this 
region by Alexis Bailly, and a house 
of logs was built into a permanent 
residence. Prior to this residence, 
there was only one log house, built 
several years before by Henry Hast- 
ings Sibley, later governor of Minne- 
sota. 

Hastings was first called Olive 
Grove, later Oliver’s Grove after 
Lieut. Oliver, of the U. S. Army, who 
camped there during the winter of 
1826 on his way with supplies to Ft. 
Snelling. The town was renamed by 
lottery. 

The four founders—Henry Hastings 
Sibley, William G. Le Duc, Alexis 
Bailly and Henry Bailly—each put a 
name into a hat and ‘“‘Hastings’’, the 
middle name of Sibley was drawn. 

The town was laid out in 1853 in 
the name of Sibley, Faribault and 
Bailly. In 1855 Faribault sold his in- 
terest to William D. Le Duc who 
later was a Civil War general and 
a leading citizen of Hastings. 

Hastings had one of the finest 
landings on the upper Mississippi 
River. With this, and the fertility of 
the soil, the settlement grew rapid- 
ly. Early in 1856 the town had 700 
inhabitants and by the end of that 
year the population had tripled. The 
first bank was founded in that year 
with a capital of $25,000. 

In 1855 a flour mill was built at 
Vermilion Falls, near Hastings by 
Gen. Le Duc which is today the 
great King Midas Flour Mill owned 
by a Minneapolis firm. After the 
Civil War, the General became in- 
strumental in building a railroad to 





serve the wheat growing industry 
around Hastings. 

The first newspaper in Dakota 
County was established at Hasting 
in 1856 and is still published today. 
At about the same time two brew- 
eries were started in this rich grain 
growing community. 

Today, near Hastings is the 6000- 
acre industrial site of the $25,000,000 
Great Northern Oil Co. Refinery and 
the St. Paul Ammonia Products, 
Inc., a $16,000,000 enterprise. The 
town is 30 miles from the great 
Wold-Chamberlain Airport and _ is 
served by excellent highways and 
railroad facilities. 





Israel Outlines ‘62 
Commem Schedule 


Israel has announced plans for a 
series of new commemorative 
stamps to be issued during the pe- 
riod of April 1 through September 
30, according to the Israel Philatelic 
Agency in America, New York City. 
The following themes will be fea- 
tured: 

1—A commemorative dedicated to 
the eradication of malaria. The 
stamp has been proposed by the 
World Health Organization, WHO, a 
subsidiary agency of the United 
Nations Organization. 

2—A single for the 80th anniver- 
sary of the founding of Rosh Pinna, 
a village situated in Upper Galilee. 
Both stamps will be issued simul- 
taneously, on or about April 8. 

3—A set of two commemorating 
the ‘“‘Heros and Martyrs Day 1962’’. 
The designs were awarded prizes in 
a special national competition for 
which 326 entries by 184 competi- 
tors were received (see page 18). 

4—The Independence Day series

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RPO Veteran Looks Back 
On Decade Of Development 


Chester P. Jackson 


On November 13, 1950 a new Highway Post Office route was cre- 
ated and the inaugural or First Trips were made with the usual fan- 
fare and publicity. The route was named Utica & Binghamton H.P.O. 
with Trip 1 leaving Utica, Trip 2 returning. 

Foremen were temporarily detailed to the run. A few days later 
it was found necessary. to add helper clerks due to the large volume of 
mails. It was Government owned and operated. The operators were 
young civil service employees in the Post Office Department, Railway 
Mail Service, a title that was changed about that time to Postal Trans- 


portation Service. 

May 1, 1951, after due notice was 
given so all eligible employees de- 
siring to make application for trans- 
fer to the run, was when I received 
the transfer to fill one of the three 
foremen assignments. 

Being experienced working on 
moving trains, I did not find it too 
bad getting used to riding and work- 
ing while standing in the moving 
bus. Of course, there were many 
more stops and starts to be made 
in comparison to riding RPO trains, 
as our bus must stop at all red 
traffic signals and many other places 
each trip. 

Sometimes sudden stops are nec- 
essary to avoid accidents with other 
vehicles, and when that happens, we 
clerks standing brace ourselves or 
in some cases grab on to the near- 
est thing available. 

Although it is really hard work I 
find it very interesting and some- 
times a challenge as there are sel- 
dom two days alike. We meet a lot 
of the local post office personnel 


-| who usually have a cheery greeting 


for us. 

Often they have complaints which 
we try to help them solve, especially 
as to the routing of mails to reach 
their destinations in the quickest 
time. 

Motor troubles are most common 
difficulties, sometimes making it 
necessary to transfer our load into 
another bus which includes transfer- 
ing all mails from our letter cases 
and assorting racks. 

Delays waiting mails arriving on 
RPO trains that are running late 
come in for much concern at PO’s 
all along our route. Also such things 
as operators over-sleeping delay our 
loading and starting distribution. 








Rain storms bringing high water; 
trees, telephone and electric lines 
down blocking the highway cause 
delay and usually detours. Sleet and 
snow storms cause many delays 
every winter and at times our heat- 
ers fail, leaving us to sort mail in 
temperatures more fitting the busi- 
ness of cutting ice. 

One time the Susquehanna River 
full of floating ice flooded our route, 
the New York State Department of 
Highways used a high truck and led 
the way through the water for us to 
follow, at the same time the Bing- 
hamton Press photographer took a 
picture that appeared in the next 
edition of the press. 

Another time our bus was struck 
by a car that failed to stop, and the 
prompt action of our operator in re- 
porting the accident to the State 
Police giving a good description of 
the car and where it was last seen, 
brought the hit-and-run operator be- 
fore a justice of the peace in less 
than one hour. 

One interesting and happy moment 
happens at Cassville each trip. It 
started ten years ago when a very 
small orphan girl used to wave and 
call to-us every night as we passed 
the home where she lives. She is 
now getting to be quite the grown-up 
girl, but she always comes a-running 
with a happy smile and a wave to us 
that brightens up our day. 

On June 16, 1955 our route was 
changed from Government owned 
and operated to being let out on a 
contract mileage basis. The busses 
were sold to the contractors and new 
operators were hired by the con- 
tractors. It has proved to be a very 
satisfactory arrangement. 

Another change was made in our 
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service on July 23, 1960. All mobile 
routes were transferred from the 
Postal Transportation Service to the 
jurisdiction of local postmasters who 
happened to be located at the head- 
outs of the routes. 

Very few of these postmasters had 
had any experience with mobile 
unit operation. They tried to do a 
good ‘job, but the outcome is that 
our mobile services are again par- 
tially set up as a separate branch 
of the Post Office Department. Thus

Story Of Portland 
& Corvallis HPO 


Werner F. Stein 


On January 19, 1949 the first run 
of a new HPO was made. On that 
date the rubber tired “Pony Ex- 
press”, carrying mail between Port- 
land and Corvallis, Ore. got under 
way. This was the country’s 23rd 
highway post office to be put into 
operation. 

The specially built vehicle arrived 
in Corvallis about 15 minutes behind 
time, although the operators said 
no special effort was made to meet 
the schedule on the first run. There 





was too much picture taking and 
handshaking along the way, and 
each stop added to the delay. 
However, it was believed the 
schedule, which calls for the bus 
to leave Portland at 8:10 a.m. and 
arrive in Corvallis at 1 p.m., could 
easily be met. 

Since that time, the schedule has 
been changed several times and it 
now leaves earlier, so that it ar- 
rives at Corvallis at 11 a.m. A clerk 
and his helper sort the mail en route 
with a third man being the driver. 
The 235-mile round trip is made in 
approximately ten hours. 

The vehicle is operated by the 
Terminal Transfer Co. of Portland. 
Formerly mail was handled by star 
route carriers, but sorting could not 
be done en route. The new method 
saves considerable time in delivery 
of mail to towns along Highway 99W. 
There were 4118 First Trip covers 
carried on Trip 1 and 3760 on Trip 2. 
Both trips had magenta cachets; 
Trip 1 was canceled in magenta 
while Trip 2 was canceled in black. 
The first trip cancel used read ‘‘Port 
land & Corvallis, Oregon HPO, Jan- 
uary 10, 1949, Trip 1, Trip 2’’. 
The steel cancels used read ‘‘Port 
& Corvallis HPO’. To the readers 
who ask what the difference is be- 
tween the First Trip cancel and the 
steel cancel, the answer is that the 
former is used only on the first trip 
run of the HPO and after that the 
steel cancel is used as the regular

Printed in two colors each, the 
various designs feature the country’s 
“artistic and scenic points of in- 
terest and the construction works of 
socialism”, to, quote the Artia 
Foreign Export Trade Corp. official 
news story. The ‘‘works’’ are shown 
in about one-fourth of the design 
area, at the right end. 

Values, colors and designs are 
listed as 20 haleru gray and blue, 
Orlik Dam and a spiral gear; 30h. 
blue and red, Prague Castle, a rain 
of stamps (at the right) and an as- 
sembly of national flags (left); and 
40h. blue and green, Hluboka Castle 
and a fish. 

Also, 60h. gray and yellow green, 
Karlovy Vary (Carlsbad) and a beer 
stein; 1.20 Kes. green and pink, 
North Bohemian: landscape and a 
crystal vase; 3Kes. blue and yellow, 
Brno and a ball bearing assembly; 
and 4Kcs. blue and violet, Bratis- 
lava and a bunch of grapes. 

All designs were by Cyril Bouda, 
with engraving variously by Jiri 
Svengsbir, Ladislav Jirka and Jan 
Mracek. Printing was rotary recess 
combined with photogravure, at the 
Communications Printing Office in 
sheets of 50 subjects. 

A common feature of all seven 
adhesives is a panel across the bot- 
tom carrying the symbol of the ex- 
hibition, that of the FIP organiza- 
tion, ‘PRAGA 1962’, and the title 
“World’s Exhibition of Postage 
Stamps” in various combinations of 
Czech, Slovak, Russian, English, Chi- 
nese, German, Swedish, Arabic, and 
Esperanto.

HPO Covers Can 
Be Non-Philatelic 


* Merwin A. Leet 


A criticismi which might be made 
of HPO cover collecting, by those 
who have not yet found what a fas- 
cinating field it can be, has to do 
with the shortage of genuine ‘‘pos- 
tally used’’” items bearing regular 
steel HPO postmarks. 

Most of us who are interested in 
this branch of the postal service 
and its operations would probably 
have to agree that we have seen 
very few which were not philatel- 
ically inspired. There are few citi- 
zens who will wait for the arrival 
of a ‘‘Hypo” in order to post their 
mail on board. 

But half a century ago this was 
common practice and, coupled with 
station letter boxes, accounts for 
the bulk of the RPO covers now in 
our collections. 

Contact a stamp cover dealer to- 
day for HPO covers and I suspect 
you will be shown cacheted First 
Trip covers and very little, if any- 
thing else. 

In the more recent days of the 
Railway Post Offices (RPO’s), sta- 
tion letter boxes were common on 
routes where more than one postal 
clerk served aboard the car. This 
included all main line and many of 
the. larger branch line operations. 

Providing for the mailing of a 
few “‘late letters which cannot be 
posted at the local post office in 
time to assure connections’’, these 
boxes were often cleared by RPO 
clerks in the wee hours of the 
morning, giving patrons ‘‘next 
morning” delivery at the terminal 
city. 





A few such boxes, most of them 
just outside the post office, are 
still cleared by clerks on _ the 
‘“‘Hypo”’ routes. From such boxes 
are collected and cancelled a full 
line of personal and business cor- 
respondence which has but small 
chance of ever reaching the album 
of an HPO cover collector. 

The use of such letter boxes is 
practiced more widely in some re- 
gions than in others, and the Min- 
neapolis Region is the one in which 
I have found it most widespread. 

Unfortunately, several of the 
routes which abounded with col- 
lection boxes have joined the list 
of ‘‘has beens’’; St. Paul & Aber- 
deen and the Elroy & Rapid City 
were two of these. 

Those still in operation included, 
at time of my last survey, St. Paul 
& Marshall, Mpls. & Sioux City, 
and St. Paul & Montevideo. Prob- 
ably many more of the routes in 
Minnesota and South Dakota rank 
as sources for this material and 
some of our members may wish to 
do further research on this project. 

I would not want readers in other 
states to rule out their own local 
HPO routes. I know such pick-up 
service is performed on the Grand 
Rapids & Fort Wayne HPO and also 
on the Toledo & Elkhart HPO in 
Michigan. 


Where else? Only you can deter- 
mine this. With the present de- 
centralization of supervision over 
HPO routes it is doubtful if anyone 
in the postal service could com- 
pile an even partially complete 
list. And again, the degree of such 
services is continually subject to 
change. 


But the genuine ‘“‘postally used”’ 
covers do exist, so search them out!

Along The Way With 
The Highway Post Office |

The Boston, Mass. & Newport, R. I. HPO made its first trip between 
Boston, New Bedford, Fall River, Newport, and Providence on November 
13, 1950. The National Highway Post Office Society has assigned No. 81 
to this route which covers 344 miles on the round trip. The big $16,000 
red, white and blue highway post office bus was to leave Boston each 
morning (except Sunday) at 3 a.m., arriving Providence at about 11 a.m. 

Came 12:15 p.m., and it was time to leave Providence. Looking back 
now these eleven years, behind the wheel we find George J. Hart of 
Canton, Mass., a veteran of five years in the infantry, and the clerk 
in charge is John R. Donovan, another ex-G. I. Hart’s attention now is 
fixed upon the highway. 

Donovan empties the pouches on the sorting table and begins putting 
letters into their proper filing cases — Fall River, North Westport, 
Taunton Somerset, Tiverton, etc. In front of Donovan are 180 letter case 
separation slots. Behind him are racks for pouches, sixty in all. 

There are pouches for mail connecting at Boston with the Boston & 
Albany, Boston & Maine, and the New Haven Shore Line trains. There 
is also a pouch for airmail service out of Boston. At Donovan’s left, below 
windows strongly protected with metal grillwork, are more pouches in 
racks. They are labeled with the names of various post offices along 
the route. 

At the rear is a space where the sacks of second- and third-class 
mail, newspapers and parcel post are placed. Besides filing the working 
mail, Donovan has opened the registered mail and checked its contents 
against the registry dispatch bill he has been given. 

In no time at all the Mobile Post Office has crossed the Brightman 
Street Bridge and pulls up to the rear of the Fall River post office. As 
soon as mail can be unloaded and loaded the Mobile Post Office gets under 
way again. Ten minutes later the big vehicle rolls to a stop at the 
North Westport post office, located in a gas station. 

Shortly the vehicle is off again and soon stops at the North Dart- 
mouth, where mail is left in a variety store which houses the post office. 
Next stop is New Bedford, then back on the highway on route 177 headed 
for Tiverton. Mail is dropped off and taken on at Tiverton; same at Ports- 
mouth, finally heading into Newport. 

Donovan has quite a bit of paper work to do and after a bite of lunch 
they are on their way back to New Bedford, Fall River, Somerset, and on 
to Boston, arriving about 8 p.m. This crew works Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday; the relief crew works the other days. 

Some folks, thinking the Mobile Post Office is a bus they are trying to 
catch make a run for it. When they discover their mistake, they stop in 
their tracks looking silly, the crew says. When the Mobile Post Office 
started running it was a novelty, but by now is so commonplace a sight 
no one ever raises an eyebrow when it passes. 

The Post Office Department furnished a cachet and special cancella- 
tion for the first trips. Green ink was used for the cachet and black ink for 
the cancel. Post office records indicate that there were 3093 covers car- 
ried on Trip 1 and 2613 on Trip 2. 

Towns serviced by this route were Boston, Canton, Stoughton, North 
Eastern, South Eastern, Eastondale, Raynham, Taunton, North Dighton, 
Segreganset, Dighton, Somerset, Somerset Center,-Fall River, North 
Westport, North Dartmouth and New Bedford all in Massachusetts. Towns 
served in Rhode Island were Tiverton, Portsmouth, Newport and Prov- 
idence. 

Due to the large volume of mail handled between these cities and 
towns this Highway Post Office made its last trip on June 30, 1954. Mail 
is now pouched at Boston and Providence and hauled over the road by 
truck and star routes.

time as route 152—Grand Rapids and 
Fort Wayne. Very little has occurred 
since that time except to reduce the 
number of mail exchanges with post 
offices on the route. 

To take the place of discontinued 
service on the N. Y. and Chicago 
W. D. RPO, Route 176—Toledo, Ohio 
and Elkhart, Ind.—was established 
December 30, 1955. 

This route was on ‘“The Old Road”’ 
and not on the ‘Air Line’’ of the 
New York Central Railroad. Most 
of the route is in Michigan and com- 
petes with considerable closed pouch 
truck service. 

While route 213—Saginaw, Mich. 
and Toledo, Ohio—has only a short 
segment in Ohio, we still must list 
it here. This was one of those 
“‘quickie”’ affairs and it is not known 
just how many First Trip covers 
were canceled—a value of $20 each 
reflects their scarcity. 

First Trip was October 20-21, 1958 
and although considered a separate 
route it is really a continuation of 
Route 50—Saginaw and Ludington. In 
fact, a steel Sag and Lud HPO can- 
celer was used until November 11- 
12, 1958 when the new SAG and Tol 
canceler was put into use. 

Route 223—Cincinnati, Ohio and 
Knoxville, Tenn. (or Cincinnati, Ohio 
and Corbin, Ky., if you prefer) re- 
placed trains 32-33 on the L&N Rail- 
road July 25, 1959. 

The First Trip covers were can- 
celed Cincinnati, Ohio and Corbin, 
Kentucky HPO but the steel can- 
celer in use since that time is Cinn 
and Knox RPO. 

The most recent addition to Ohio 
is Route 226—Columbus and Cincin- 
nati — established October 11-12, 
1959. While this is a brand new route, 
it does use the equipment of discon- 
tmued Route 100. 

It is also interesting to note that 
the trip from Cincinnati to Columbus 
takes a different route from the 
Columbus to Cincinnati run. 

This resume would certainly be 
incomplete without listing the known 
temporary routes used in emergen- 
cies. These are as follows: 
Indianapolis, Ind. and Bellefon- 
taine, Ohio (HPO bus, no canceler) 
May 12-17, 1950. 

Cleveland and Galion, Ohio (truck 
with no canceler) May 12-17, 1950. 
Indianapolis, Ind. to Marion, Ohio 
(truck with no canceler) May 12-17, 
1950. 

Finally, we list the various HPO 
exhibits at the Ohio State Fairs. 

















There were HPO buses on exhibit at } 
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the Fair each year, 1956 through 
1960. 

These were manned by PTS clerks 
and covers were canceled with reg- 
ular steel cancelers from various 
Ohio routes. Only one such canceler 
was used each day. A rubber stamp 
cachet was also applied to each 
cover serviced. 

There was no bus on display at 
the 1961 Fair but we.are all hopeful 
that next year there will be an HPO 
on hand with cancel and cachet. 


Fortunately, a complete set of all 
First Trip covers, Last Trip covers 
and steel cancels for the Ohio routes 
is not a too expensive collection. 
Certainly, such a collection is rep- 
resentative of HPO collecting, and 
I urge that you give it a try.

Office Department even as they were 
furnished to the mail cars on the 
trains previously carrying the mail. 

The establishing of an HPO route 
has evoked much discussion in past 
years, and a rather definite 
procedure is outlined by the Post- 
master General in this regard. The 
proposed route to be served is usual- 
ly the result of the withdrawal of 
trains by the carrier and is subject 
in most cases to prior approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion. 
When this curtailment of -traia 
service is known, an_ accurate 


survey is made by the POD. The 
results of this survey are incor- 
porated in a proposal stating the 
route to be served, the frequency of 
service and approximate annual 
miles. 

A specified leaving and arrival 
time are also indicated for the ter- 
minal as well as intermediate sta- 
tions. The number of HPO vehicles 
required by the successful con- 
tractor is specified. 

The overall length of the vehicles 
is indicated and a definite number 
of cubic feet of clear storage space 
is specified. A bond is required to 
guarantee that the successful bidder 
will enter into a contract. 

The successful contractor is re- 
quired to deliver mail from the 
vehicles to all PO’s and receive 
mail from them, and place it in the 
vehicle where such vehicles can be 
driven to a point within 150 ft. of 
the door or space at the PO build 
ing. 

Where the vehicles can be placed 
at the PO platform in such a posi- 
tion that hand-to-hand transfer of 
mails can be effected, the PO 
employees on duty will do the work. 
Failure of the contractor to perform 
trips is subject to fines as stipulated 
in his contract. 

The vehicles used must be painted 
in accordance with POD specifica- 
tions. The contractors must carry 
liability and property damage in- 
surance, and all drivers must be 
licensed chauffeurs. Most HPO con- 
tracts are now executed for a period 
of six years, and may be continued 
in force for any period not exceed- 
ing six months beyond the stated

The United States HPO Service had its birth in California. In the late 
1930’s members of the Postal Clerks Union at Sacramento, Cal., 
alarmed at the number of railway mail routes which were being reduced 
at a tremendous rate. They foresaw the day coming when there would not 
be erféugh routes to keep their members occupied. 

So through certain of their members they brought forth the idea of

Annually several million miles of 
road are. ‘travelled by the many 
buses operating: HPO routes and the 
number is increasing at a fast rate. 
Few railroads today operate ata 
profit and the carrying and distribu- 
tion of mail. by the’ HPO is indeed 
an -asset to remote localities. 

There are many routes where the 
mail is carried in sealed bags from 
point to point by truck. These are 
not considered HPO routes, as it is 
only those routes where railway 
clerks (mail) actually sort the mail 
en route that are actually called 
HPO Routes. 

HPO Routes frequently cover 
areas that were covered by one or 
more railway routes. The buses not 
being confined to rail lines wander 
considerable distances from former 
railway mail routes. 

Many towns now served by HPO’s 
get much better service than for- 
merly when mail had to be carried 
from the nearest rail points, general- 
ly by truck or car. 

The inauguration of HPO service 
in the early days was quite an event, 
but now routes are established with- 
out notice, or notice so short that it 
is almost impossible to obtain Finrst 
Trip covers. 

There have been instances where 
railway mail clerks have finished a 
trip on the railway and come back 
the next day to make another trip 
only to find that postal buses have 
been substituted for the mail cars 
previously used! In these instances 
there are no cachets provided for the 
first trips, the only differences 
being in the canceling stamps used. 

Instead of the familiar ‘RMS’ 
cancels they use a stamp with 
“HPO”. Even the Trip Numbers 
are not changed. It is these fast or 
sneak trips where covers are really 
scarce and the collector is really up 
against it to obtain them. 

From 1946: to date there are many 
HPO covers that are hard to find 
although the first three routes are 
fairly easy to obtain. Outside of 
First and Second Trip covers there 
are so.ne Last Trip covers, and also 
what are xnown at Temporary 
HPO’s. 

Last Trips are mainly where a 
route has been incorporated in a 
longer one. During May, 1950 due 
to the railway strike there were two 
temporary HPO’s out of Indianap- 
olis. The first was to Bellefontaine, 
Ohio, serving six towns en route. 

The other was to Marion, serving 
eight towns. Outside of these two 
temporary routes no HPO route ever 
started out of Indianapolis has been 
discontinued. All the seven original 
routes are still operating. 

There is quite a brisk organization 
whose members are interested in 
HPO’s.

consists of a main castle and a 
forecastle. 

The main castle, the ground-plan 

of which is shown on the stamp, 
is a circular castle, surrounded by 
a circular rampart with four gates 
which have been connected, two 
and two, by streetways, dividing 
the courtyard into quarters. 
The most striking feature of the 
stamp is the almost mathematical 
precision which characterizes its 
construction. As unit of measure- 
ment the Roman foot was used 
everywhere. 





Over the 1953-56 period Denmark issued two series of five stamps 
each which combined to mark that nation’s 1000 years as a kingdom. 
Values of 10, 15, 20, 30, and 60 ore repeated once each depict famous 
buildings and other objects from the preceding ten centuries, as ex- 
plained by columnist Miltander in his account this week. 


LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Years 1100-1200—The Church of 
Kalundborg was built by the mag- 
nate, Esbern Snare, about the year 
1170. From an architectural point 
of view it is a peculiar building, 
constructed, as it is, in the form of 
a Greek cross. 

From the square central aisle, 
over which a square tower rises, 
four short transepts radiate, each 
ending in a _ smaller octagonal 
tower. 

Years 1200-1300—The Castle of Ny- 
borg, situated on the eastern coast 
of Funen at the place of crossing 
to Zealand, was built about the 
year of 1200. Through its central 
position the castle often became 
the residence of the court, and here 
the King frequently issued impor- 
tant documents. 

At the middle of the thirteenth 
century the castle became the 
place where meetings of the King 
and. Council were held. The Coun- 
cils of the Realm, which from 1282 
became a _ permanent institution 
with legislative and judicial powers, 
were later called the ‘“‘Danehof’’. 

Years 1300-1400—Gasetarnet (The 
Goose Tower) near Vordingborg 
was formerly a part of a more ex- 
tensive castle. The:name originates 
from the circumstances that a gilt 
goose was placed on one of the 
pinnacles as an insult on the towns 
of the Hanseatic League. 

The Goose Tower, which is the 
best preserved medieval castle 
tower in Denmark, was built 1362- 
1363 by King Waldemar, surnamed 
Atterdag. 

Years 1400-1500—Spottrup Manor 
House, situated on the western 
coast of Salling, was built by the 
Catholic bishops at the end of the 
15th century. 

Years 1500-1600—Hammershus, sit- 
uated at the northernmost point of 
Bornholm, was built in the 13th

that have happened in the TPO field 
of studies is little short of incredible 
especially those _ involving the 
hobby’s enthusiasts in the past few 
years. 

As early as 1837 pioneering ‘“‘route 
agents’’ or sorters on mail trains in 
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both America and England began 
sorting and postmarking mail en 
route. Britain’s first TPO com- 
menced the following year, whilst 
the USA experimental RPO on the 
Hannibal and St. Joseph RR (Mo.), 
and first permanent one from 


5|Chicago to Clinton, Iowa in 1864 


followed in turn. 
By 1920 or so there were about 


5 | 2000 RPO routes in the U.S. alone. 


Soon they began disappearing, and 
nearly half were gone by 1938 (the 
100th anniversary of Britain’s first 
TPO) in which year the TPO and 
Seapost Society was founded to study 
the postmarks and operations of such 
routes. 

Many more were gone by 1948 
when AMERPO was founded by U. 
S. members of that Society, but 
scores of new HPO routes had by 
then been established to replace 
them, in part, starting in 1941. 

To return to the start of this ar- 
ticle, the whole idea of HPO’s was 
originated by James F. Cooper, a 
postal transportation clerk who has 
earned, and rightly so, the title of 
“Father of the Highway Post Of- 
fice’’. 

Jim Cooper was a clerk on ‘the 
Tuclumme and Stockton RPO in 1925 
when the railroads began discontin- 





uing side lines including the line on 
which he was serving, he then being 
transferred to another RPO line. 

He was concerned about the dete- 
rioration of the mail service to the 
communities formerly served by 
these fast becoming defunct RPO 
trains. Looking forward, he began 
discussing with others the feasibil- 
ity of having omnibuses, equipped 
the same as railway PO cars, run- 
ning on the highway with clerks dis- 
tributing mail en route. 

As with all pioneers of a new idea, 
he was met with opposition. Not 
even all his fellow clerks agreed 
with him, but he nursed and pur- 
sued his brain child with dogged 
persistence, and in 1927 Cooper sub- 
mitted a resolution at a meeting of 
the Sacramento branch of the Rail- 
way Mail Assn. 

Despite some opposition the res- 
olution was passed. It then went to 
the Eighth Division convention of the 
Association to which Cooper went as 
a delegate where he sold his idea 
to the other delegates. It was passed 
there, the first formal resolution of 
any group advocating HPO service. 

The Post Office Department op- 
posed the idea, but Cooper and his 
colleagues kept fighting and plug- 
ging at every Congress until finally 
the POD wrote its own bill which 
was signed by the President, and in 
1941 the first three routes were es- 
tablished. 
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century by the Archbishop of Lund. 

The castle, now a ruin, has 
played an important part in the 
history of Denmark, not least dur- 
ing the quarrels between the kings 
of the realm and the bishops. In 
1576 the castle was conquered by 
Frederic the Second, after having 
been in possession of the Luebeck- 
ers since 1522. 

Years 1600-1700—The Copenhagen 
Stock Exchange is a_ well-known 
characteristic building, erected in 
1624 -by Christian the Fourth, to 
serve as a place of meeting for Ai\\ 
merchants of that time. - 

Years 1700-1800—The Equestrian 
Statue of Frederic the Fifth in the 
Amalienborg Castle Square in Co- 
penhagen was sculptured by J. F. J. 
Saly, and unveiled in 1770. Amalien- 
borg Castle, which serves as the 
residence for the royal family, con-

one of the most important facilities 
provided by NHPOS to members who 
are interested in servicing their own 
covers. 

Many of them now have sets of 
searce covers in their collections as 
a result of this service — covers 
valued at many times the cost of 
annual membership. Subscribers de- 
posit a supply of postcards with the 
Advance Notification manager who 
uses them to notify these members 
just as soon as any information is 
received about an expected HPO 
change of any kind. 

As many changes take place on 
short notice or with no official ad- 
vance notice, it is impossible for the 
individual collector to pick up this 
information himself in time to ser- 
vice his own covers without the 
Advance Information Service. 

NHPOS maintains a large stock 
of HPO covers, about 30,000 at 
present. These are available to 
members and the general public 
through mail auctions, special sales, 
and in packets. Mail auctions are 
held about four times a year, ena- 
bling members to secure needed 
covers on a competitive bid basis. 

Other covers are available from 
the packet manager in lots of from 
20 to 100 different First Trip covers. 
These packets are helpful to begin- 
ners in getting a collection started 
at low cost, and they also provide 
economical trading material. 

General - purpose cacheted enve- 
lopes are offered through NHPOS for 
use in both Highway and Railway 
Post Office events. 

Probably the most outstanding 
publication of NHPOS is the ‘““HPO 
Register’’ which has detailed infor- 
mation about the transportation and 
distribution of mail by the Highway 
Post Office. 

It now contains 326 pages, 8%’’x 
11’, including 12 supplements in 
loose-leaf form with details on indi- 
vidual HPO routes and illustrations 


of cachets, postmarks and route 
maps. 
It has an index of HPO routes 


showing the NHPOS number, the 
title of the route, and the date of 
First and Last Trips. It includes a 
pricelist of all HPO First Trip and 
Last Trip covers. 

The Society has also published a 
“Directory of Highway Post Offices”’ 
and a “Railway Post Office Hand- 
book’. The former lists all regular 
HPO routes in alphabetical order up 
to January 1961, and identifies them 
by numbers. 

It contains information about tem- 
porary postmarks used on regular 
routes, as well as details about early 
Experimental HPO’s, Temporary 
HPO’s, and Special HPO’s such as 
Exhibits and Fairs. It serves as a 
handy checklist and is helpful in 
cataloguing covers. 

The RPO Handbook lists all Rail- 
way Post Office routes and trains 
operating in the U. S. as of January 
1961. Routes are listed alphabetically 
with mileage, name of carrier, train 
numbers, terminals of each train, 
and the direction of operation. 

This is a convenient checklist of 
current RPO’s and it is of incidental 
interest to HPO collectors since 
many HPO routes derive from dis- 
continued RPO’s. 

NHPOS has created a guide to the 
valuation of HPO covers, which is 
extremely important to members 
and other HPO collectors. A value is 
assigned to covers of each First Trip 
and Last Trip as HPO’s are estab- 
lished, redesignated and dicontinued. 

These valuations are based on 
scarcity, general demand, and act- 
ual prices obtained through = sales 
and auctions, and are all based on 
a standard cover. Current valuations 
are published in the monthly journal, 
and all are contained in the Regis- 
ter. 

These valuations have become a 
standard, and they help support a 
market for HPO covers in much the 
same way as Scott has done for 
stamps. They serve as a helpful 
guide in buying, selling and exchang- 
ing HPO covers. 

These activities of NHPOS have 
been widely accepted by HPO col- 
lectors as valuable and interesting. 
The present function of NHPOS is 
to maintain these activities, improve 
on them, and supplement them pe- 
riodically with other services which 
appear to be useful to its members. 

Two new projects are now being 
developed. One involves a complete 
listing, probably in a series of vol- 
umes, of all U. S. Railway Post 
Office routes from their beginning 
in 1864 to date. 

The other is an HPO Cover Cat-

Last Trip postmarks. The Cover Cat- 
alog will probably be available next 
January. 

Most HPO collectors are interested 
in First Trip covers, and many are 
interested in Last Trip covers. Both 
may be obtained at nominal cost by 
preparing and sending covers to the 
postmaster or the HPO clerk In 
charge for servicing on the date of 
First or Last Trip. 

This is similar to servicing covers 
for first day of issue or first flight, 
provided the dates are known in ad- 
vance. Unfortunately, however, in 
many instances the Post Office De- 
partment does not report these 
events until after they have taken 
place, resulting in a scarcity of cov- 
ers and consequent high value to 
meet the demand. 

With members located all over 
the country, and many in postal ser- 
vice, local information about ex- 
pected HPO changes is generally 
filtered through NHPOS so that ad- 
vance notification can be sent to 
subscribers and cover service can 
be arranged in time. 

Thus, acting as a clearing house 
for HPO philatelic information, 
NHPOS compensates for the POD 
deficiency, and helps collectors get 
covers at cost instead of having to 
pay exhorbitant prices for scarce 
material. 

Because of this lack of cooperation 
from the POD officials, NHPOS does 
not always get information in time 
on every route change, but its per- 
centage of accomplishment is high. 

It often has to act on rumors only, 
in cases where the POD will not con- 
firm expected changes. 

This results at times in some 
waste of covers, postage, time and 
effort but, in the long run, the -ar- 
rangement substantially benefits col- 
lectors and it is the best one avail- 
able. 

The U. S. Highway Post Office was 
established by act of Congress in 
1941. The initial route operated be- 
tween Washington, D. C. and Harri- 
sonburg, Va. 

The obvious purpose was to pro- 
vide a quick, efficient and flexible 
en-route distribution of mail. The 
effectiveness of a highway vehicle 
for this purpose was quickly demon- 
strated, and other HPO routes were 
set up throughout the country. 

The first route in 1941 was insti- 
tuted with a lot of fanfaré and POD 
publicity, resulting in the handling 
of over 110,000 covers on the First 
Trip, indicating the creation of an 
important new field of philately and 
an interesting source of new revenue 
for the POD. 

The POD policy has since dete- 
riorated to the point of actually 
discouraging the collection of HPO 
covers. 

Official publicity on new HPO 
routes, redesignations and discontin- 
uances is sometimes released prop- 
erly to the public, but—as indicated 
above—it is frequently released too 
late to get covers serviced, and in 
many instances it is not released at 
all. 

In January 1960, during the Sum- 
merfield administration, the POD 
issued instructions that no postmas- 
ters or regional offices should give 
any information to collectors about 
expeeted HPO changes. 

It was decided that such informa- 
tion should be issued only from 
Washington but, as stated, the POD 
Washington office does not report 
this information adequately. 

Postmasters were also instructed, 
at that time, not to honor requests 
for Last Trip HPO covers, despite 
the fact that these had been an 
integral part of HPO collecting for 
several years, and many collectors 
had invested substantially in them. 

Although it would seem that Post- 
master General Day has had ample 
time ‘to evolve a philatelic policy 
with respect to HPO philately, which 
could be mutually satisfactory to 
the POD and collectors, he has not 
yet done anything about cleaning up 
the mess that the previous admin- 
istration created. 

Nor does he give any indication 
that he intends to cooperate with 
HPO collectors, in spite of numerous 
requests, suggestions and recom- 
mendations by NHPOS, and also in 
spite of the fact that such coopera- 
tion would benefit the POD. 

These current restrictions and pro- 
hibitions, which do not apply to any 
other branch of U.S. philately, make 
HPO collecting difficult yet all the 
more challenging.
